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Local mom raising money to help friend through baby’s illness

A young Niagara-on-the- 
Lake mom looks lovingly at 
her own baby girl, but her 
heart breaks for her friend, 
whose own six-month-old 
baby is battling a life-threat¬ 
ening cancer. 

Hayley Tyas has three 
healthy children, including 
six-month-old Lily, but she 
no longer takes their good 
health for granted. And she 
can't stop thinking about a 
close friend whose own 
baby has been in hospital in 
Hamilton since mid-March, 


fighting a form of leukemia 
that is rare in babies. Now 
undergoing chemotherapy, 
which has been delayed 
twice because of serious 
infections, Alyssa 

McLintock is facing a bone 
marrow transplant when 
the chemo is finished. 

She has battled many set¬ 
backs since first diagnosed, 
and her parents received 
more bad news this week, 
that her cancer, thought to 
be in remission, may have 
returned. 

Her parents, Jaime and 
Mark, have been staying in 
Hamilton since their baby 
girl was diagnosed with 
acute lymphatic leukemia, 
and given a 30 to 40 per cent 
change of survival. 

Tyas, her mind and heart 
constantly with the plight of 
her friends and their baby, 
says she has to do whatever 
she can to help. 

At the moment, that 
means raising money to 
help see them through the 
very rough months they 
have ahead of them, includ¬ 


ing some medication that is 
not funded by OHIP, and 
the costs incurred while 
they stay in a hotel—the 
nearby Ronald McDonald 
house is under construc- 

Tyas and her husband 
had just moved to St. 
Catharines from England 
last summer, and Jaime 
became her first friend. 
They were both pregnant, 
expecting girls around the 
same time, and had sons 
the same age who were 
playing soccer together. 

“I came to know her very 
well—we had a fantastic 
summer together. We saw 
lots of each other and sup¬ 
ported each other as young 
moms once our babies were 

Tyas says she will never 
forget the day Jaime 
phoned and said Alyssa, 
who they thought had a 
cold she couldn’t shake, 
was seriously ill, and that 
she was being flown from 
St. Catharines to McMaster 
by helicopter. 


“I send her a message 
every day, so she knows I’m 
thinking of her every single 

Alyssa hasn’t been out of 
the hospital since she was 
admitted March 17, and 
since then has had one 
problem after another. She’s 
been on a ventilator, on 


dialysis, had some 
chemotherapy which had 
to be delayed because of an 
infection, and has no 
immune system. She 
stopped breathing at one 

"We almost lost her. At 
only six months old, you 
wouldn't believe what this 


baby has been through, and 
still she has so much more 
to get through.” 

And yet, “she’s still smil¬ 
ing." 

Tyas keeps a journal of 
the information she gets 
from Jaime on a daily 
basis—a list of medical 
problems and conditions, 
some of them terms she 
doesn’t really understand 
but knows they represent 
more danger to the baby girl 
she is rooting for. 

Tyas has a fundraiser 
organized for June 25 at 
Phil’s Valu-mart in Virgil—a 
barbecue in front of the 
store, from 11 a.m. to 3 
p.m.—and in the mean¬ 
time, has opened an 
account at the Meridian 
Credit Union, #4312831, in 
trust for Alyssa Riley. 

“Their financial need will 
go on, and I’m going to keep 
going with fundraisers. I 
can’t stop. They really need 
all the help they can get."

toric Court House, and given financial 


support to the local museum and vol¬ 
unteer firefighters. 

The association has helped people of 
all ages, from the seniors at Pleasant 
Manor to the kids who have modem 
playground equipment at their schools, 
who skate at two great arenas, who 
have made use of two updated swim¬ 
ming pools for recreation, or who have 
participated in minor sports in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. 

If approved by council, the VBA’s next 
project, a major one for the small 
group, will be a splash pad for young¬ 
sters to enjoy in Virgil, where there is no 
pool, for many summers to come. 

This year’s Stampede will offer new 
events, including six shows over two 
days of a five-man team of motorcycle 
stuntmen, and many of the old 
favourites—including great food and 
amazing fireworks to wrap up the 
weekend. 

It’s a great way to meet up with friends 
and neighbours, to welcome spring—it 
wouldn’t dare rain in Virgil on the holi¬ 
day weekend—and to help give back to 
the community. 

Thanks to the volunteers who make 
the Stampede possible, and thanks to 
all of you who attend and help to make 
it a successful event that allows the 
association to give so much support to 
the community.

Niagara Township. It started 
in a log cabin in 1798. The 
Big White School, as we all 
referred to it, was built 
inl930. By the early 40s, due 
to over-crowding ,a tempo¬ 
rary building was construct¬ 
ed at the same site and we 
all referred to it as the Litde 
School. It could be said that 
was the also the first 
portable in town. It 
remained in use until 1958 
when a new two-room 
school replaced the Big and 
Little schools. 

Many of our memories 
revolved around the great 
impact made by the teach¬ 
ers. One example: the 
schoolyard had many large 
trees which made playing 
sports a challenge. At one 
point the schoolboard 
decided it should cut down 
those trees, however Miss 
Howe and Mrs. MacNeil 
enlisted the help of students 
to put chains around the 
trees so they would not be 

Before the environment 
was an issue, Lakeshore 
showed leadership to pro¬ 
tect its trees. 

Walking to and from

Jonathan Fast is a little 
closer to getting the home 
he and his wife Kathy have 
been dreaming about for 
more than a decade. 

Plans for their Dee Road 
property went awry in 1999, 
when the town turned down 
a proposal to build four new 
homes on the site. An 


Ontario Municipal Board 
hearing approved two hous¬ 
es—one has since been 
built—and the Fasts have 
been waiting ever since to 
get their home underway. 

At issue is the state of the 
gravel road that connects 
die Niagara River Parkway 
to Queenston Street, and 
provides access to the Fast 
property. 

The OMB decision indi¬ 
cated Dee Road, considered 
the oldest country lane in 
Canada, should be brought 
up to rural municipal stan¬ 
dards. That means widening 
it and paving with tar and 
chip—much like the roads 
and concessions in rural 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

When some Queenston 


residents objected to mod¬ 
ernizing the historic lane, 
council called for a public 
meeting, but no consensus 
on the future of the road 
could be reached. Some res¬ 
idents are content to see it 
paved, but most object to 
widening it to a two-way 
street, fearing it would 
become a thoroughfare 
from the Parkway to the vil¬ 
lage. 

The Queenston Residents 
Association has asked the 
town to look into heritage 
designation for the road to 

But Fast can’t build his 
house before an agreed- 
upon plan provides access 
for emergency vehicles. 

The public works com¬ 


mittee discussed the road 
again Monday, still trying to 
agree on a solution that 
would satisfy most of the 
residents, including the 

Under consideration is a 
plan to make the road one¬ 
way and provide a turn¬ 
around that would be wide 
enough to accommodate 
fire trucks. It would require 
an easement of about 1.4 
metres of the Fast property. 
He said he could live with 
that, and also that he’d be 
happier to see the road 
remain gravel, because he 
thinks that’s what most resi¬ 
dents want. 

Councillor Gary Zalepa 
said he would ask 
Queenston residents about 


resurfacing, and if gravel is 
the consensus, would make 
a motion with that request 
at next Tuesday's council 
meeting. 

“We’ll wait for feedback 
from residents. It will be up 
to council to decide, but 
throughout this whole 
process we’ve been trying to 
find a compromise.” 

Fast said he’d be delight¬ 
ed to see the matter settled 
so he can get on with con¬ 
struction of the home he 
wants for his wife and four 
children. 

“We’ve been working with 
the community all along, 
and we'U be satisfied with 
whatever they decide.” 

Councillor Maria Bau- 
Coote questioned making a 


decision on the future of the 
road while a request is 
before council to designate 
it as a national cultural her¬ 
itage landscape, but she was 
the only one who voted 
against moving forward on 
the road improvements. The 
planning committee did, 
however, vote unanimously 
to proceed with the research 
necessary before a decision 
is made about designation. 

The municipal heritage 
committee will study the 
property and make a recom¬ 
mendation to council based 
on their research, whether 
to proceed with designation 
or stop the process. 

Once a property is desig¬ 
nated, alterations require 
consent from council.

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Councillor questions safety of orchard spraying near school 


Parents concerned about 
the drift of orchard spray¬ 
ing when Crossroads 
School opens in September 
have been told the fruit 


much longer. 

At Monday’s committee 
meeting, Councillor Gary 
Zalepa Jr. asked town plan¬ 
ning director Stephen 
Bedford if there had been 
any discussions with the 
school board about spray¬ 
ing near the new school, 
almost six months after a 


parent first mentioned it at 
a meeting of parents and 
District School Board of 
Niagara staff. 

When the parent fol¬ 
lowed up last week on the 
promise from the board 
that the issue would be 
investigated, he was told he 
would be better off pursu¬ 
ing it himself. 


So he did, discovering 
that the fruit trees behind 
the school are farmed by 
local grower and provincial 
Conservative candidate 
George Lepp, and he began 
some discussions about 
what could protect the stu¬ 
dents, including his own 
kids, from orchard spray. 

But Bedford said Monday 


that the orchard is on prop¬ 
erty that is the site of a sub¬ 
division proposal, and isn’t 
expected to be there too 
much longer—the trees will 
be replaced with homes. 

Until then, when the 
school opens in September 
times of spraying can be 
managed with co-opera¬ 
tion from the grower, just as 


the spraying schedule for 
orchards surrounding Col. 
John Butler School have 
been managed with discus¬ 
sions between the principal 
and grower, Bedford said. 

Zalepa said the town 
planner, Barb Wiens, is to 
meet with school board 
representatives to discuss 
the issue.

When is the best possible time to 
paint and stain your exterior? 

After four uninterrupted days of dry 
sunny weather with nighttime temper¬ 
atures over 10 degrees C (50 degrees F) 
and before two days of dry weather 
(which is a little harder to arrange). 

The same four-day and nighttime- 
temperature rules apply to painting 
aluminum and vinyl siding and paint¬ 
ing or staining decks. 

The wood should contain less than 
15 per cent moisture. A moisture 
meter is available for sale or loan at 
your local paint store. 

Painting moisture-filled wood will 
affect paint adhesion; paint won’t cure 
and the bottom layers won’t dry. The 
possible result: peeling paint. 

Some of the other causes of peeling- 
deck syndrome are: the deck is built 
less than two feet off the ground, there 
isn’t sufficient air circulation under 


your deck, or if you roll on the finish, 
rather than brushing. 

The best possible point at which to 
stain or finish a deck is actually before 
the deck is built and after the wood has 
had time to dry out. Ideally, coating all 
six sides of the wood is the best way to 
seal and protect the wood. 

Even if the rain is making it seem 
impossible to find that “window” of 
ideal painting conditions, it is a good 
time to research what you will need 
and even buy the products, so you'll be 
ready when the good painting weather 

Whether it be a deck or a dock, vinyl 
or wood siding, a garage door, a bam, a 
shed, a treehouse, or a Muskoka chair, 
stain and paint enhance and protect 
Whatever you have in mind is only 
steps away from reality.
